SELECTIVE RESTRICTION OF 
STUDENTS 

The following editorial from the New Yorlc "Sun" well merits 
careful donalderatlbn by our undergraduates: 

"Thé great influx of students to the colleges and universities of 
the co'jntry in the two years since the signing of the armistice has 
caused many educators to believe that the time is at hand when a 
limit, at least in certain institutions, must be set to the number of 
undergraduaes. Already there is much overcrowding, already the 
lacilltlea of the colleges, both in teachers and' in material equipment, 
are inadéquate' to the task imposed upon them 
affairs cannot long continue without a serious impairment in effici- 
ency and' power for good. 

/"President Jacob Gould Schurman of Cornell, in openly advocat- 
ing selective restriction, is but voicing a conviction which is forcing 
itielf upon university authorities in every jvart of the country. It is 
îtiit proposed to set a rigid limit to the number of students. But 
there would be a tightening of requirements all along the line; the 
entrance examinations would be more rigid, less hesitancy would be and lacks ttie i 
shown in dropping delinquent students, higher standards of work 
wonll be insisted upon. 

"The many benefits of such a policy are obvious. It would eli- 
miMte the stupid and the idle and thus make it possible for the teacher 
to adjust his methods to the needs mainly of the bright and the dili.

/ "On the other hand, it may be contended that it would be unfor- 
|i^te to close the door of opportunity to any that desire an educa- 
tion. Many a youth who to his instructors seemed hopelessly dull 
kaa lived to become a leftder in the great world outside the campus. 
Afrd it has been the boast of America that any young man or woman 
pomntftl of energy and ambition could attain a college education. 
To exclude from tbe campus alt save the especially bright or the espe- 
eiiilly well prepared, would be a severe blow to the thousands who are 
filbdng their way upwafd in the face of the handicap of poverty and 
fM>or eqaipneat. 

"Yrt it fa a reaHty, not a theory which now ftioes the colleges. 
Ttiii^nifinber of undergraduates is greater than the facilities for hand- 
^ig them. Either some method of exclusion must be adopted or effec- 
^nve work will soon bacome impossible. And since the only logical 
way to reduce numbers is to drop the unfit, a policy of selective 
restriction seems to be forcing itself upon the colleges of the country." 

The problems of the Governors or of the professoriate are not 
eitrs but the point of interest to us must be the possibility of the 
raising of standards. It would be well for many of us who arc not 
too greatly inclined to diligence to hearken to the signs of the times 
and to see to it that such' a rule might not have its application result 
'ia our abseilce, by request and to make room for othérs more observ» 
ingi from these academic halls.
